An Italian airplane was reported 
to have made a forced landing at 
Tokar, in Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
north of Eritrea.

Continued irom Page One 
relief, there being an inerease of 
21,074 rélief recipients in 1935 over 
1934 In 1934 there were 268,500 
receiving relief and in 1935 


total grew to 289,574. 

“The other factor entering 
the one-third cost in total relief 
expenditure is the inereased cost 
and amount of clothing being dis- 
tributed 

“We also find that in 1935 there 
was about a 99 per cent increase in 
the number of transients, there be- 
ing 15,466 in 1934 as against 26,058 
in 1935. The cost of transients in 
1934 was $53,059 and in 1935 $105,822 
The total transient bill has been 
met by thé province.” 


TRANSIENTS INCREASE 

Premier Aberhart eplained that 
the tremendous inerease in the 
number of transients receiving re- 
lief requiréd about $25,000 a month 
which would have to be Iaid aside 
and with this ‘being taken into 
consideration it would be impos- 
sible to increase the municipal re- 
lief to 80 per cent or even to 75 per 
cent. 

“But the 70-30 distribution will 
reduce the outlay by municipalities, 
despite the 33 and one third in- 
crease in costs,” he said 

Supporting his argument, the 
Premier said that Calgary had been 
in receipt of a monthly grant of 
$61,000 a month, which had been 
shown to be 579 of the total relief 
costs. Edmonton had been receiving 
a monthly grant of $47,500 which 
was 576 of relief costs, The Leth- 
bridge grant was shown to be 64 
per cent of its total costs and the 
Medicine Hat grant was shown to 
be 74 per cent of its costs.

Stating that the council was 
thablé to cope with the relief situa- 
tion, ahd for that reason an edmin- 
istrator would be appointed for the 
town of Bevetly within the nent 
ten days or tw6 wecks, a letter 
received by H. A. Mackié, &.C, 
acting for the town in @ cour! 
action which Bevetly is bringing 
against the Béverly mine Owner, 
caused keen criticism at a meeting 
of ratepayers of Beverly held in the 
town hall on Wednesday night. 

The letter was from the provin- 
cial department of municipal affairs, 
and in addition to containing the 
information regarding the adminis- 
trator asked for a postponement of 
the court action, scheduled for 
January 20, to enable the adminis+ 
trator t6 study the data on hand 
and judge whether or not the action 
should be proceeded with. 


CHALLENGES STATEMENT 


Growing hospital aevounis and 
relief expenditures and the fact 
that council was making ho ptovis- 
ion to meet them were given as 
reasons for the appointment of an 
administrator by the department, 
but Mayor F. Wagner who presidéd 
stated that the situation was béing 
met as well by the Beverly council 
as by other councils and the meet- 
ing went on record as opposing the 
putting in of an administrator by 
the government, Opinion was éx- 
pressed that this was only another 
move on the part of certain inter- 
ests to prevent the court action 
from coming to trial. 

R. Stewart, who inspects the 
Beverly mine as agent of the town, 
gave a summary of his work and 
findings in connection with the 
management of the mine by the 
present company. 

Mr. Mackie spoke on the legal 
aspects of the matter both as re 
gards relief and the mine. He did 
not wish to criticize the govern- 
ment but he was fully convinced 
of the devotedness of the town 
council to the town’s interests. 

Ex-Mayor H. Gerry also spoke 
to the meeting, stating that he 
could think of no reason whatso- 
ever why Beverly should come 
under an administrator. He consid- 
ered that there was no justification 
whatever for the action on the part 
of the government

PROTEST ADMINISTRATOR 


The following resolution was 
finally adopted: 

“Resolved that we, the citizens of 
Beverly, vigorosly protest the arbi- 
trary and unwarranted action of 
the provincial government in in- 
vading the time-honored rights of 
municipal self-government, by the 
notification of the impending ap- 
pointment of an administrator. 


“Be it further resolved that we 
can envision no possible financial, 
legel, or moral justification for 
such an appointment inesmuch as 
the efficiency of the adminisira- 
tion of the town is not in ques- 
tion. 

“Further we affirm our con- 
viction that the principle laid 
down in the letter to Mr. Sout- 
ter, assistant deputy minister of 
municipal affairs, dated January 
14, 1936, and addressed to the 
town solicitor, Mr, H, A. Matkie, 
K.C., usurps the jurisdiction of 
the couris of law in constituting 
the administrator to be the judge 
as to whether an action ready for 
trial January 20 shall be pro- 
ceeded with or discontinued at 
seme future date. 


“Finally we protest the insidious

validity of certain of their taxes,

purview of provincial rights. 

British Columbia some years ago 
imposed a gasoline tax and collect- 
ed it from the gasoline companies, 
The measure was attacked and up- 
set on the ground that it thus be- 
came an indirect tax and not within 
the power of the provinces to im- 
pose. For this rearon all provincial 
Gasoline taxes in Canada are col- 
lected from the consumer as direct 
taxes 

The sales taxes imposed in Mon- 
treal were attacked on the same 
ground, while there have been at- 


tacks on provincial amusement 
taxes, fuel oil and coal and coke 
taxes. The net result was that the 


provinces had to devise new meth- 
ods of collecting these same taxes. 
The public paid them just the same 
but the cost of collection was com- 
plicated and higher.

| Which the Dominion and provinces 


are agreed might well be collected 
by the province, though indirect 
taxes in the strict sense of the word 
and as such only collectable now 
by the Dominion.

THE ORIENTAL TOUCH 

Western nations can learn a good deal from 
Japan. If they are not learning politeness and 
subtlety it is not Japan’s fault. 

For example: the Japanese spokesman at the 
naval conference explains that the deadlock 
there is due, “Not to the adamant opposition of 
the Japanese but to the adamant opposition of | 
other delegations to the Japanese proposition.” 

No western spokesman could say it in that 
way—and keep a straight face. 

Further he explains: “Japan does not want 
or does not mean to build up to the level of 
Great Britain and the United States, although 
the present American program of building right 
up to treaty limits is a cause of uneasiness in 
Japan.” 

Tokio, it is blandly suggested, is aiming only 
to vindicate a propositicn, not to really build a 
navy as big as that which is causing it 
“uneasiness.” It only wants to set the world 
right on the idea of Japanese equality, not to | 
smash some other country to pieces. 

Chinese comment on that would be en- 
lightening. 


OTTAWA INTERVENED | 
Alberta was saved from default yesterday 
when the Dominion Government came to the 
rescue by a “direct loan” sufficient to make up 
the balance needed to meet a $2,000,000 provin- 
cial bond issue which fell due. 

Since the province had not the money, and 
could not borrow it elsewhere, default would 
have been automatic but for this direct inter- 
vention. 

What would or might have followed nobody 
knows, excepting perhaps lawyers who have 
made a special study of the art and practice of 
getting money out of the taxpayers of a bank- 
rupt province. If the Newfoundland precedent 
holds, the legislature would have passed out of 
the picture, and the duty of governing—and 
collecting—been placed in the hands of some 
one representing the bond-holders. Perhaps 
Mr. Magor would have been put on the job. 

The crisis averted, the proposal to set up a 
loan council to supervise and contro] the bor- 
rowings of provinces to the extent necessary to 
protect the security of the Dominion for loans 
advanced to them, can be deaJt with in an at- 
mosphere free of immediate complications. 

None of the other three dependent provinces } 
are known to have bonds falling due imme- 
diately. 

That some such regulative agency will have 
to be created is certain. The Dominion cannot 
be expected to go on backing the notes of the 
provinces and lending them money and still 
leave them free to issue as many notes in future 
as they may want to. 


RELIEF COSTS

Aid 
the reason it gave for refusing will hold as 
advanced by the province agaii.. the city. 

Relief is not altogether a matter of cost. 
There is also the question of who is to spend the 
money and see that none of it is wasted. 

If the Dominion paid the whole bill it would 
in self-defence have to build up an administer- 
ing organization extending throughout the 
country. The cost of the organization would 
be enormous, 

If the province relieved the city of all relief 
cost it would have to take over the duty of 
administering relief in the city. Which it could 
not do except at heavy expense, and perhaps a 
loss of efficiency as well. 

The three-way division of relief costs is 
likely to continue, since that makes the city 
responsible to the province, and the province 
to the Dominion, for the proper spending of the 
money the Governments advance. 

But the Dominion can and should make up 
to the province in other ways what the province 
has to spend on relief. And the province can 
make up to the city in other ways what the 
city has to spend. 

The province could, for one thing, compen- 
sate the city by giving it part of the money that 
is drained away into the provincial treasury by 
taxes which should be sources of city revenue. |

Symptoms Associated With 
Flatulence 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article, I pointed out some. of 
the common causes of flatulence or excessive 
stomach and intestinal gas, and in today's ert- 
icle, I am first going to outline some of the 
other symptoms which so frequently accom- 
pany flatulence. Inasmuch as the accumulated 
gas will produce considerable 
distention or crowding, the 
patient is likely to complain 
of a sensation of fullness. The 
desire to belch is another 
common symptom occurring 
when the gas is located in the 
stomach. The upward pressure 
which the pocket of gas ex- 
erts against the heart may 
cause a rapid heart beat. If 
the pressure against the dia- 
Dr. F. MeCoy phragm is strong enough, the 
patient may feel short of breath, and abnormal 
gas pressure of this type must be considered 
one of the chief causes of the difficult breath- 
ing which is seen in asthma. 

When the gas accumulates in pockets in the 
intestines, bloating will occur. The skin over 
these areas will seem taut or tightly stretched, 
resembling the tautness of a drum. Consider- 
able pain of a colicky nature may assert itself, 
which, however, immediately disappears as soon 
as the gas pressure is overcome. 

It very often happens that the most severe 
gas attacks come on at night, and it is very easy 
for the patient to become unduly apprehensive 
about his symptoms for three reasons. The first 
reason is that the distractions of the day are 
lacking and he therefore has an opportunity to 
devote all his attention to his distress; the se- 
cond reason arises out of the fact that he hesi- 
tates to secure medical aid late at night, and 
the third reason is that he is disturbed because 
he can not sleep. Naturally, the patient is in- 
terested in knowing what he may do to secure 
relief as quickly as possible. The following helps 
may prove of timely assistance: | 

When the gas seems to be most troublesome 
in the stomach, taking baking soda in warm 
water will often be of almost immediate bene- 
fit. When most of the gas seems to have ac- 
cumulated in the intestines, the warm enema 
will provide rapid relief. Use one quart of plain 
warm water and repeat if necessary, allowing 
the water to enter slowly. When the discomfort 
is marked enough to be termed a pain, the ap- 
plication of some form of heat over the abdomen 
is of value. Hot towels may be applied, after 
being folded and dipped in water as hot as can 
be borne and this soothing warmth will go a 
great deal to make the patient more comfortable. 
It is a good plan to change the towel frequently, 
replacing the one which has been used with a 
fresh, hot one; it is also advisable to place a dry 
towel over the wet one. The measures just de- 
scribed do not constitute a cure, but they do 
provide a means of relief. 

When flatulence is especially troublesome, a 
thorough examination is necessary and the en- 
tire gastro-intestinal tract should be carefully 
studied with the X-ray. While excessive gas 
usually arises from causes easily corrected by 
changing to better habits of living, there is al- 
ways a possibility that it may be a warning of 
organic disease and the disease condition is dis- 
covered during the thorough examination. 

A more careful diet should be adopted when 
flatulence is an outstanding symptom and such 
foods as onions, garlic, cooked eabbage and beans 
are to be left alone. It is usually a good plan 
to omit starch and sugar, at least at the start 
of the treatment. Very often the intestinal 
elimination is sluggish and attention should be 
given to the relief of this condition when it 
exists. 

Owing to the fact that flatulence is exceed- 
ingly common, I have found it necessary to pre- 
pare articles on the subject and the purpose of 
these articles is to answer the more frequent 
questions asked about it.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Miss Betty W. asks: “What 
makes my heart beat so fast? It is so rapid, 
especially after meals, that I am frightened.” 

ANSWER—A rapid heart beat occurring 
only after a meal is most likely due to over- 
distention of the stomach by food or by accum- 
ulated gas. However, the same symptom may 
be produced by nervousness, by a disturbance 
of the thyroid gland, valvular heart leakage, 
etc. Try making your meals more simple to see 
if this is of benefit. Fear would intensify this 
symptom.

The school commissioners of Quebec have 
issued a notice prohibiting school teachers from 
taking part in political affairs. In so doing, 
they have taken a retrograde step. ; 

Every good citizen should take an interest 
in politics; the better judgment he can bring the 
more need for him to contri- 
bute to our democratic sys- 
tem. Education is a selfish 
thing that cannot benefit the 
community. 

I was glad to see The 
Bulletin come out last year in 
defence of the right of Prof. 
Alexander to run as a Labor 
candidate for Parliament, 
though it meant taking votes 
away from the candidate The 
Bulletin gave support to. 

The teaching fraternity has given many 
able men to public life in Canada. The present 
leader of the C.C.F. party in Saskatchewan, Mr. 
Coldwell, is a Regina school principal. Hon. J. 
G. Gardiner, federal minister of Agriculture and 
ex-premier of Saskatchewan, was a_ school 
teacher, as was his Conservative predecessor in 
Saskatchewan, Dr. J. T. M. Anderson, and his 
federal predecessor, Hon. Robt. Weir. 

Premier Bracken of Manitoba was a peda- 
gogue before becoming premier, as was Dr. 
Weir, Minister of Education in British Columbia. 
Senator Calder was a school inspector before 
entering public life. Was not Agnes McPhail, 
M.P., a teacher? 

The teaching profession in Canada has done 
richly by the men and women it has given to 
public life.

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Most striking example of all is our Premier 
Wm. Aberhart. He was not only allowed to run 
a vigorous political campaign in which he ruth- 
lessly denounced all his political rivals (“all 
those who are opposing me are nothing but 
political gangsters”), but on resigning his school 
principalship for the premiership, asked for and 
received leave of absence, so.that he will have 
his school position to go back to if he finds him- 
self unable to fulfil his promise to give every 
adult in Alberta $25 a month. 

Calgary is a more liberal-minded city than 
Quebec. Had the Calgary School Board assumed 
the same narrow attitude against allowing 
school teachers to take part in politics as Quebec 
now announces, the people of Alberta would 
never have learned that it is possible for the 
province to dispense with all outside borrowing 
and use for money a subst'tute obtainable with- 
out cost from the end of a fountain pen. Instead 
of looking forward to the time when the prov- 
ince will give each adult $25 (or maybe $75) a 
month for doing nothing but believing, we 
would all be doomed to work for our livings. 
Mr. Aberhart also, would be denied the well- 
paid position of honor his talents and the vigor 
of his campaign have won him. 

Quebec, turn your eyes to Alberta and learn 
here the lesson of political tolerance. 


Of course, the freedom given to teachers— 
a whole host of them are Social Credit M.L.A.’s 
in Alberta—does not extend to magistrates. In 
dismissing police magistrate R. G. Scott from 
his position in Calgary, the Aberhart govern- 
ment has given a warning to all magistrates. 

Magistrate Scoft’s offence is that he address- 
ed the Calgary Board of Trade on the inter- 
national situation in Furope, affairs in the Far 
East and on the Itald-Ethiopian war. He never 
referred to anything on this continent. But in 
the eyes of the Aberhart Government, this is 
regarded as the most heinous offence a public 
servant can commit—taking part in political 
controversy.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


This date is the birthday of two 
Canadian newspapers The 
Brockville Recorder-Times and 
The Montreal Star. They are both 
notable for the patriotic work 
they have done for Canada, each 
in ifs own way. The Brockville 
Recorder was first published ‘on 
January 16, 1821, so that today it 
begins its 116th year. Its publisher 
was Chauncey Beach, who had 
been a printer of the Kingston 
Herald. The inaugural editorial, 
announcing the Recorder to be 
of Reform principles, was written 
by Andrew Norton Buell, then a 
young law student, but afterwards 
active in politics, a doughty op- 
ponent of the famous Ogle R. 
Gowan, and in his latter life 
Master in Chancery at Toronto. A

crime you are arrested and tried. If you of- 
fend Mussolini you are arrested under confino 
de polizia and punished without trial. You get 
a term of from one to five years’ confinement 
on the prison islands of Lipari, Ustica, Favi- 
gnana or Pantelleria, without being told what 
for. His family may not learn till weeks after 
that their breadwinner has disappeared without 
trace, that he has been transported. The victim 
himself, is rarely told the length of his inter- 
ment until several weeks after he has been 
transported. 

Speaking of the habit of confining political- 
prisoners with criminals, of the bread and wa- 
ter fare, the quarrels, stiletto duels, murders 
and degeneracy, Dr. Robinson says: 

“The Fascisti have out-Bourboned the 
Bourbons in their treatment of their politi- 
cal opponents, so that respectable men, and 
women of spotless lives, whose only offense 
is that they have independent opinions, are 
herded promiscuously with these vilest of- 
fenders against society.” 

Luckily, our constitution protects individu- 
als against such tyranny since Section 98 went 
into the discard. Newspapermen, so far, have 
only been punished by being denied admission 
to Heaven and the Hudson's Bay restaurant. 
But magistrates, whom we always regarded as 
among the freest of people, may not even dis- 
cuss the frontier problem in Afghanistan with- 
out being fired for talking politics. 

Someone from the Department of Education 
should write to the school commissioners at 
Quebec, pointing out that our Minister of Edu- 
cation has even asked that the polities of his 
party be taught to the school children of Al- 
berta.

proper standardization and grades 
-—then the elimination of decep- 
tive advertising. If these things 
are done, retail prices will very 
easily find their own level and 
will be regulated by supply and 
demand. 

Let Premier Aberhart take a 
lesson from his own teachings, 
“We must balance the budget and 
build upon a firm foundation.” 
It is the same identical thing in 
the promoting of codes with con- 
trolled prices—the first step 
should be standardization of 
grades, qualities, etc, codes must 
be built upon a firm foundation, 
making everything clear so that 
consumers will know’ exactly 
what they are buying 

Consumers today are divided 
into two distinct and seperate 
groups. Group No. 1 is the large 
department or high class store 
with its luxurious rest rooms, 
beauty salons, hospital, writing 
rooms, dining and tea rooms, 
radio entertainment, etc., and 
stocked with large lines of mer- 
chandise of all kinds and food 
stuffs, and the invitation to open 
a charge account. Consumers 
know it costs real money to give 
a service of this kind, and those 
who trade in these merchandise 
palaces expect to pay more. 

Group No. 2 consists of the 
independent retailer, the medium 
priced specialty shops of various 
kinds, the cash and carry, the 
markets, and chain stores. These 
stores are where most of us or- 
dinary consumers, take the shop- 
ping bag or the market basket 
and proceed to wait on ourselves 
or be served, and we pay cash, 
Why do we do this’? The answer 
is very simple—we want to save 
money by doing our own shop- 
ping in the most economical way, 
we don't feel able, in these de- 
pressed times, to afford to buy 
all of the service given by the 
No. 1 group. 

So we find that we have in 
actual reality, two kinds of ser- 
vice, and two vastly different 
costs of doing business. Why, 
under these circumstances, should 
Group No, 2 stores be required to 
sell at the same price as Group 
No, 1 unlimited service stores? 
Fixed or coded retail prices can 
take no notice of difference in 


the operating costs of retail 
stores. “These differences are 
real and not theoretical.” The 


consumer should be able to take 
advantage of the savings to be 
made by doing his or her personal 
shopping. 

Again it is repeated-—‘before 
retail prices can be standardized 
by codes, it is necessary that al! 
merchandise be standardized as 


to grades and quality for the pro- 
tection of the consumer.” Today, 
the consumer buys the greater 
portion of food products, blindly 
in hidden containers, we have ne 
way of knowing the grade or 
quality of the hidden contents. 
True we have the Dominion Pure 
Food and Drug Act—but it is not 
adequately enforced to protect 
the consumer. No where are 
simple numerical or alphabetical 
grades for consumer products; 
take that of canned goods, the 
grade names do not indicate, in 
themselves, clearly the quality of 
any one grade in the series to 
inform the consumer as to what 
they are buying blindly 

The Canadian designations are: 
Fancy Quality (which is the No. 


1 grade). Choice Quality (which 
is the No. 2 grade). Standard 
Quality ‘(which is the No, 3 


grade) and Second Quality «being 
in fact a No. 4 grade). 

Manufacturers who put out a 
deceptive third grade product to 
deceive the consumer (Standard) 
print their labels so as to read 
(Quality Product), by doing this 
the consumer is lead to believe 
they are getting a No. 1 quality— 
while in reality it is nothing more 
nor less than 3rd grade. 


To protect the consumer, all 
hidden contents of coniainers 
should be plainly marked, as 


grade 1, grade 2, grade 3, grade 4, 
etc., or grade A, grade B, grade 
C, grade D, the grade designation 
should refer only to the quality 
of the product, the distinction of 
size, and the net contents should 
be shown independently of the 
grade designation. Slack-fill tins 
of food stuffs, paints or any other 
commodity should not be allowed. 
Until this is done, the consumer 
has no protection whatever. The 
same should apply to every article 
sold under any code adopted, they 
should all be standardized and 
grade marked. 


HOW CODE PRICES WOULD 
EFFECT THE CONSUMER 

(1) It would not give the pub- 
lic the advantage of the different 
expenses in the different stores, 
the consumer buying in a self- 
service cash and carry store, for 
instance, would have to pay as 
much as the person who receives 
the lavish shopping facilities, the 
attention of highly trained sales 
people, charges his or her pur- 
chases, and has them delivered. 

(2) In lines where there is no 
great competition among manu- 
facturers, it would allow some 
manufacturers and some retailers 
handling their products to make 
excessive profits, 

(3) Coded prices would tend 
to put an artifical barrier in the 
way of economic laws of value 
and price, Changes in supply and 
demand would not affect the 
price and would result in an un- 
balanced flow of merchandise to 
the consumer,

(4) Coded prices would tend. | and services which he or she 
to result in lack of uniform | puys.

(5) It would give branded 
goods special protection over un- 
branded goods.

(6) Coded prices are unfair to 
the public. Prices to the con- 
sumer should reflect the fluctua- 
tions in weekly market prices. 
Fixed or coded prices cannot cor- 
respond to such _ fluctuations, 
manufacturers, recognizing that 
their costs are subject to fluctua- 
tions, will of course, standardize 
prices on a level sufficiently high 
to insure profits even under ad- 
verse conditions. This is most 
unfair to the consumer, 


THE CONSUMER'S 
DOLLAR TODAY 

The consumer's doliar is most 
heavily taxed, in short, it ig exe 
tremely hard to discover anye 
thing that is not taxed in some 
way or other. First, the dollar 
we happen to have in our pocket 
—somebody paid interest of about 
6 per cent in order to get it out 
of the bank, next, we pay a sales 
tax of 6 per cent on all manu- 
factured goods, very few are ex- 
empt, and this applies to everys 
thing we wear or consume, cloth 
ing, shoes, household necessities, 
and thousands of other articles. 

We pay taxes on the house and 
lot or farm, if we are in business, 
we pay a business tax, we pay @ 
radio tax, dog tax, and many pay 
a license tax. When we go to a 
show or entertainment, we have 
to pay amusement tax, and if we 
want to get any money out of the 
bank, we pay a stamp tax. When 
we buy a new automobile, we 
must pay the manufacturer's sales 
tax, then we pay the Provincial 
tax for license plates, but before 
we can get this new bus started, 
we must have a driver's license. 
then in order to make it run, we 
require gasoline, and we pay a 
heavy tax on every gallon, and 
we keep paying it as long as we 
operate the car—so the consumer 
is taxed every time he exchanges 
his money for any kind of con. 
sumer needs. 

Take government price con- 
trolled wines and liquors which 
yield the province the largest in- 
dependent revenue (‘about §$1,- 
400,000 annually in profits) we 
are taxed federally, provincially 
and permit taxed. Why should 
we not have standardized grades 
and qualities, so that we know 
just what kind of liquor we are 
buying, and especially, if it has 
been diluted oy not? 

With codes or without them, 
the consumer has @ right to know 


the whole wuth about the goods 


which the consumer buys, there 
would be radical reorganization 
of Alberta business. Into the ash 
can would go a large amount of 
fake patent medictnes, the so- 
called halitosis cures, the numer- 
ous toothpastes containing harsh 


| cases 


grits, and the expensive mouth- 
washes and antiseptics of exceed- 
ingly low germicidal potency, as- 
tringent washes that have no last- 
ing and certainly no known bene- 
ficial effect on the skin, all of the 
cheap, worthless, and in some 
dangerous cosmetics that 
are daily robbing consumers of 
their hard earned dollars. 

Consumers want to know if 
they are buying silk or rayon, 
with its thin, flimsy web of cloth 
heavily adulterated with lead and 
tin, and so enormously decreased 
in life and wearing qualities, and 
in the case of lead weighting, 
turned into a new hazard to the 
wearer, these would be exten- 
sively reformed or would give 
place to something else, and 
something honest. 

The time has come when eon- 
sumers must get together and 
take up weekly discussions of 
the various things they buy, learn 
about qualities and trade mark- 
ings, learn of trade abuses, be 
able to buy economically. Con- 
sumers should organize (secretly 
if possible, hold secret meetings 
the same as the government, re- 
tailer, wholesalers, and the 
Chamber of Commerce) and 
formulate plans for their own 
protection. If this is done, good 
responsible merchandise firms 
will come forward and guarantee 
every product they sell, as to 
quality, grades, shrinkage, fast 
color, etc., and at the same time, 
agree to use no misleading ad- 
vertising—when this done, “con- 
sumers will have been discovered 
and recognized,”-——they will throw 
their support to stores of this 
kind, and, in turn, these stores 
that make the forward step, will 


the consumers stand- 
point, the daily papers of the 
city should throw their columns 
Open to frank discussions and 
consumer's opinions in relation 
not only to the codes, but de- 
ceptive trade practices and com- 
plicated label markings. Con- 
sumers should lose no time in 
facing a proposition which can 
mean but one thing, higher, 
rices on everything you buy.

Or when the meat and bone 
are rated before cooking, sev- 
erel pleasing dishes can be con- 
eocted, The pieces of clear meat 
can be pounded thin — Frenched. 
These are broiled and served with 
curgant jelly. Instead of flatten- 
ing the fillets, each can be wrap- 
ped with a strip of bacon, held 
with a wootieh toothpick and 
broiled or baked in a hot oven, 

If the meat is chopped, it can 
be made into cakes like Ham- 
burg steaks and broiled or fried. 

The bone is very good boiled to 
make broth or stock. If the meat, 
with vegetables and rice, is added 
to this broth, a nourishing dish 
known as Scotch broth is made. 

A delectable meat loaf is made 
with chopped lamb combined with 
cracker crumbs, milk and eggs. 
Serve with creamed peas, it vies 
with lamb chops for popularity. 

Since the nutritive value of this 
inexpensive meat is quite as great 
as that of the choicer, more expen- 
sive cuts, it seems well worth while 
to study ways to use it. The flavor 
is just as delicious in the shoulder 
as in the leg. 


FRICASSEE OF LAMB 

Three pounds shoulder of lamb, 
salt, pepper, flour, minced parsley, 
2 cups gravy (made with stock in 
which lamb was cooked). 


Cut meat in pieces suitable for | 
serving. Put in kettle, cover with | 


boiling water and simmer until ten- 
der. It's a good idea to cook the 
lamb the day before you want to 
serve it. Remove meat from stock. 
Cool. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per and roll in flour. Brown quick- 
ly on all sides in fat in a hot fry- 
ing pan. Arrange on a platter and 
pour the sauce over the meat. Gar- 
nish with minced parsley and tri- 
jangles of toast.

A @tudy of Greek civilization, 
with its ideal of freedom is of in- 
estimable value to modern nations 
struggling with the problem of 
prejudice and narrow-mindedness, 
said Dr. W. G. Hardy, speaking to 
the Philosophical Society in Con- 
vocation Hall Wednesday night. 


Though the Greeks were com- 


paratively poor in material posses- | 


sions, occupying an area only one- 
tenth that of Alberta, yet they 
were successful in producing a 
civilization in which was to be 
found the thought patterns that 


have run through the civilization | 


of western nations ever since. In 
art, science, mathematics and phil- 
osophy they laid the foundation for 
the standards and achievements 
which have continued to the pre- 
sent day. 

REFUSED TO BE BOUND 

“They were enabled to do this,” 
said Dr. Hardy, “because they re- 
fused to allow their minds to be 
bound by the fetters of taboo and 
prejudice. They refused to submit 
to a censorship of matters relating 
to sex, religion or politics.” 

Dr. Hardy contrasted the individ- 
ualism of the Greeks with present 
day standardization brought about 
through: moving pictures, the radio 
and the press, and he compared the 
many-sidedness of Greek life with | 
the narrow and spetialized exis- 
tence of today.

MILK BYLAW 
One of the important items 
brought to the attention of the 


board Wednesday was the proposed 
milk bylaw which provides for the 
adoption of a new milk grading 
system. This measure would make 
two separate sets of grades, one for 
dairymen producing natural, or un- 
pasteurized milk and the other for 
those engaged in the production of 
the pasteurized product. 

In this connection, it was de- 
cided that a special meeting of the 
board would be called for Wed- 
Nesday, January 22, at 8 p.m. 
when natural milk producers and 
cthers interested in the new by- 
law will be given an opportun- 
ity of making representations, 
Mayor J. A. Clarke, K.C., stressed 
the necessity of giving dairymen 
affected an opportunity of stating 
their case, since there was objec- 
tion to the bylaw in some quarters, 


NOT DISCRIMINATORY 


Dr. R. B. Jénkins, M.H.O., said 
the proposed regulations were not 
discriminatory as far as the smail 
producers were concerned, but that 
health authorities were making an 
effort to raise the standard of milk 
production in fairness to those who 


| were distributing a high grade pro- 


duct. Grades A, B, C and D are 
provided for natural milk pro- 
ducers and the same number of 
grades for dairies distributing pas- 
teurized milk. Dairymen failing to 
live up to the regulations would be 
degraded until they did so. 

Milk producers were being given 
“a breather” on the new bylaw, the 
provincial board of health having 
approved the bylaw but ruling that 
no action be taken against dairy- 
men failing to meet the regulations 
until March 1, Mayor Clarke ex- 
plained. 


MAYOR ASKS 
WHAT ABOUT 
SUNDAY GOLF? 


Says Car Drivers Also Of- 
fend By Sabbath 
Driving 
Contending that Sunday golfers 
and citizens wko go motoring on 
this day are greater offenders in 
the violation of the Sabbath than 
Spectators or participants at Sun- 
day sports, since the first-named 
enjoyed themselves during church 
hours while the latter timed their 
amusements so as not to conflict 
with religious services, Mayor Jos. 


A. Clarke, K.C., announced Thurs- 
day that a delegation representing 
the Federation of Churches would 
wait on the commission board Sat- 
urday to protest the use of city 
property for athletic events on the 
Sabbath day. The delegation has 
already interviewed the provincial 
government in this connection. 
Asked to express his attitude on 
Sunday sports, Mayor Clarke said: 
“Representations made so far on 
this question only cover partici- 
pants in Sabbath athletics and spec- 
tators who cannot or do not engage 
in sports themselves, particularly 
baseball in the summer and hockey 
during the winter. Expenses of 
these games are defrayed by volune- 
tary contributions by spectators. 
“Here a difficulty faces us, be- 
cause there are many other types 
of amusements enjoyed on Sunday 
—golfing and motoring, for in- 
stance. Those who engage in this 
form of pleasure pay for it them- 
selves, and it seems to me that this 
class is more at variance with Sun- 
day laws than those who enjoy 
the sports events, due to the fact 
that they golf or motor during 
church hours, Sunday games are 
not usually held at hours which 
conflict with religious services. 
“The questions resolves itself into 
one of whether the city is justified 
in departing from the existing 
arrangements governing Sabbath 
sports, particularly baseball and 
hockey.” :

Representing the University of 


Magistrate Gibson Gives Alberta in a debate with a team 


Honorable Discharge Af- 


ter Public Enquiry 
Detective Sergeant Herbert B. 
Petheram was discharged Wed- 
nesday afternoon when Magi- 
strate A. H. Gibson, K.C., decided 
there was not sufficient evidence 


on which to commit or remand 
him for trial on a charge of per- 
jury. 

Petheram was charged with hav- 
ing sworn, in Supreme Court, that 
he saw Walter Anderson, on trial 
on an assault charge, on May 15, 
1935, at which time he had no 
black eye. The complainant, J. L. 
Mulcahy, former police constable, 
declared this evidence was con- 
trary to the facts. Mulcahy, who 
was a surprise witness at the An- 
derson trial, was later discharged 
for giving evidence without notify- 
ing the chief constable. 

Neil D, Maclean, K.C., defended 
Petheram, the prosecution being 
conducted by C. C, Becker, Crown 
prosecutor, with P. G. Thomson, 
K.C., holding a watching brief for 
Mulcahy. 


WIDE PUBLICITY 

In delivering his decision, Magis- 
trate Gibson said, “I believe any 
discrepancies in the evidence are 
no more than confusion and I be- 
lieved that at the time the informa- 
tion was laid. But in view of the 
fact that the charge was against a 
police officer and in view of the 
wide publicity that has been given 
it, T felt that a public enquiry 
should be held. 

“I considered this in issuing pro- 
cess as I considered it necessary to 
thoroughly air the whole matter in 
order that public confidence in the 
police force should be maintained. 

“To substantiate a charge of per- 
jury it must be shown that wrong 
information is given deliberately 
and with intent to mislead the 
court, Quite obviously there is not 
here today anything offered which 
could support a charge of perjury.” 

The magistrate added that he was 
also satisfied that Petheram was 
right in his facts. 


| ASKS DISMISSAL 


Following the evidence of Ander- 
son, who was the last crown wit- 
ness. Mr. Maclean twice asked for 
dismissal, declaring that no evi- 
dence to substantiate the charge 
had been submitted and that, 
sheuld Petheram be sent up for 
trial, there was little chance of the 
prosecution succeeding in the high- 
er court. 

The magistrate felt it was im- 
portant for the public that every 
opportunity be given to bring out 
the whole evidence and said that 
Petheram should testify. 

Annie Paparnick, first defence 
witness, said she was in Anderson's 
room from 3 p.m. on May 15 until 
late that night and at no time did 
he leave the room during that per- 
iod. She had kicked him in the 
eye with the heel of her shoe, she 
said 

After laying a complaint, she had 
again visited the room with Detec- 
tive W. McDonald and Sergeant 
Petheram. Anderson had stated he 
had been struck in the eye with a 
spring leaf which he was using to 
change a tire on his car but the 
witness declared he had no black 
eye when she first went there. 


MADE NO ANSWER 


Detective McDonald testified that, 
when police visited Anderson on 
Thursday, May 16, he had told them 
he had been hit in the eye with a 
spring leaf, which slipped when he 
was changing a tire, on Monday or 
Tuesday. Sergeant Petheram had 
told Anderson he saw him Wednes- 
day and his eye was all right, to 
which Anderson made no answer. 

, Taking the stand in his own de- 
fence Petheram stated that, follow- 
ing the complaint, he went with 
Detective McDonald to Anderson's 
room. The latter's right eye was 
black and inflamed, having appar- 
ently received a blow that he did 
not think could have been given by 
a fist, and there were scratches on 
the cheek, the detective said. 

Anderson, warned that there was 
a serious complaint against him, 
had said that on Monday or Tues- 
day he was changing a tire, using 
a spring leaf which flew up and 
hit him, He said nothing about 
having been struck any blow by 
Elmer Pendleton. 

“I said, ‘I saw you yesterday, 
Walter, and you didn’t have that 
black eye.’ He hung his head and 
didn’t say anything,” Petheram told 
the court. 

Petheram said he had given this 
evidence in supreme court beliey- 
ing it to be true. If Anderson had 
had a black eye the day before he 
would have seen it, he said.

MATCH FACTORY 


Two Carloads of Poplar 
Being Shipped to Point 
In India 
When the bi-weekly mixed 
train rolls south over Northern 
Alberta Railway lines today or 
Saturday, two car loads of pop- 
lar lumber, consigned to some 
unknown point in India and ul- 
timately destined for match 

factories, will be aboard. 

This week, men working for 
George D. McRae of South Edmon- 
ton in the McRae Lumber Com- 
pany’s mills at Faust, on the south 
edge of Lesser Slave Lake, have 
been loading the two cars which 
will form a sample shipment to the 
match making industry. 


SPRUCE EASIER TO GET 

British Columbia lumber mills 
have for years been sending match 
wood to factories in China, but 
their shipments were of spruce 
wood, much easier to obtain than | 
the poplar lumber. 

When The Bulletin contacted 
George D. McRae in his South Side 
home, a story with the mystery of 
the famed “Oil for the Lamps of 
China” was uncovered 

“The shipment,” related Mr. Me; 
Rae, “will roll south on either 
Thursday or Saturday, bound for 
Vancouver, where a firm of coastal 
importers with whom I have dealt 


direct, will load it on the ship 
‘MLS. Silver Ray’.” 

“It's going to India, but just 
where I don’t know. It will be 


made into match sticks, but where 
or by whom, I know less.” 

Mr. McRae first contacted the 
match firm through its travelling 
representative, who in the company 
of the representative of the Van- 
couver importers, combed northern 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and the Brii- 
ish Columbia lumber camps last 
summer searching for a very par- 
ticular type of aspen or poplar. 


SPECIFIC SPECIFICATIONS 


“The representative of the match 
company was a Swede,” continued | 
Mr. McRae. “He could hardly 
speak a word of English but he left | 
with me some very specific speci- | 
fications, so strict in their require- 
ments that we didn’t bother to look 
up the material for him.” 

“He was very insistent that we 
supply his requirements, for ours 
was the only poplar which came up 
to the needed specifications. I did 
not think at the time that ship- 
ments to India of this lumber would 
be commercially possible.” 

Mr. McRae regards the specifica- 
tions as something of a trade secret 
and prefers to avoid discussion of 
the subject. 

“I had forgotten all about the 
match people and their Swedish 
representative until I received a 
letter a short time ago,” related the 
northern lumber baron. “The let- 
ter was to say that the specifica- 
tions had been eased; the require- 
ments were not so exacting. So we 
made up the shipment and are 
sending it through the Vancouver 
importers as a sample. I still don't 
think it's commercially possible to 
continue the shipments, but we 
may be surprised.”

Geologist Tells Prospec- 
tors’ Association Atha- 


baska History 


Assutance that the Beaverlodge 
and adjacent mining areas on 
Lake Athabaska have a favorable 
future for precious metal mining 
was given to a meeting of the Pros- 
pectors Association last evening by 
E. O. Lilge, geologist who did field 
work in the district last fall on 
behaif of one of the big mining 
companies. 

Mr. Lilge dealt with the geology 
of the district, illustrating his lec- 
ture with a geologic map of his 
own preparing, and with lantern 
slides of the terrain taken from the 
air, He also showed microscopic 
slides of the ores of the district. 


HALL OVERCROWDED 


The lecture hall of the public 
library was insufficient to seat all 
the prospec'ors who attended, and 
hearty applause was tendered the 
lecturer on the suggstion of the 
chairman, A. G. Stewart. 

It was unanimously decided to 
petition the Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan governments to complete 
the survey of the meridian dividing 
the two provinces from the present 
end of the survey line south of Lake 
Athabaska to the 60th parallel, the 
north end of the two provinces. 

Notice was given that at its next 
mecting the association will con- 
sider petitioning the provincia! gov- 
ernment to refund the gasoline tax 
to prospectors. This is done 
Ontario and Quebec and also to 
farmers in this province. 

Expounding the geologic history 
of this portion of the pre-Cambrian 
shield, Mr. Lilge said that the best 
mineralization occurs in the two 
granites that pushed their way 
through the older rocks of sedi- 
mentary origin and through the 
later quartzites and slates.

A number of groups have drawn 
up building plans, but the govern- 
ment as such has no connection 
with them, nor do any of the spon- 
sors speak for the government. All 
the government is interested in is 
that the act should be made use of 
and building start. 

The Bulletin learned in govern- 
ment circles that there is no pre- 
sent intention of making any 
changes of amendments to the act; 
believing the present provisions 
adequate and of great benefit if 
utilized, The act provides that 
where a builder or home seeker 
puts up 20 percent of the total cost 
of house and land and the loaning 
companies provide 60 percent then 
the Dominion will put up for loan 
the other 20 percent, the 80 percent 
thus provided being at 5 percent 
and repayable over ten or twenty 
years,

CHAPTER IX—(Continued) 
STORMS AHEAD 

At the next meeting of the rail- 
| way committee of the new govern- 
, ment the storm began to break. Dr. 
| McGibbon had been trying to get 
| some information. “The National 

Railways are the property of the 
Dominion of Canada. They are our 
property. We are interested in the 
success of them.” It was to promote 
the succ?ss of them that he was ask- 
in these questions, making this 
| speech, “At that time there was no 
alternative; the government refused 
to let them go to the Canadian 
| Pacific Railway; and you will re- 
member, sir, at that time, and the 
late years during the war, there 
were negotiations started, I believe 
in the old Canadian Northern to let 
these railways go to the C.P.R.... 
I believe the old Grand Trunk was 
the same. 

“That was fought by the govern- 
ment of the day thet you and I 
supported. Personally I still support 
it. But it is useless to shut our eyes 
to the fact that there is great an- 
| xiety throughout the country. You 
hear it in the railway treins, hear i¢ 
in hotels and clubs—anxiety pre- 
dicated, I believe, on the people's 
interest in their own road.” 

The moral note h. 1 been struck. 
The investigation, wherever it might 
lead, whatever it might achieve, 
would be pursued with the very 
best intentions. Dr. McGibbon look- 
ed seriously at the committee; then 
he continued:

Sir Henry Thornton

As was expected, he had revealed 
nothing. It was up to the Commit- 
tee to teke what further action they 
deemed advisable. Dr. McG:bbon 
had no doubts upon the score: “Sir 
Henry, I brought this matter up, 
and I wish to predicate my remark 
with this statement: I do not intend 
to say what you or any of your «!- 
ficers are worth You may be 
worth a great deal riore then you 
are getting. I think, however, that 
whatever it is, it shculd be speci- 
fied in the contract with the Gov- 
ernment. That contract is for $75,- 
000 plus a reasonable amount fo: 
expenses. 

“Now, if nobody else will tell, 1 
am going to take the liberty of say 
ing that the popular opinion is that 
you are drawing over $150,000.” 

The reporters made a note. Sir 
Henry said, “I wish it were true 

He continued, “Well, I am just 
telling you what the public at large 
are talking about, that you are liv- 
ing in a house for which you are 
charging $20,000 a year. in addition 
to your salary, and that public, 
money is being paid out, at lear! 
railway money, on behalf of your- 
self and directors. all of which 
should come out of their own pri- 
| Vate pockets; that there is rank ex- 
travagance in the way of salaries 
all the way down from the top to 
the bottom, and that men are be- 
ing retired at ridiculous retiring al- 
lowances, and that previous to their 
retirement their salaries had been 
boosted se that they could retire 
at around $8,000 or $10,000 a year” 

Dr. McGibbon was at pains to ex- 
Plain that he did not believe these 
things. It was just that he had 
heard them—on trains, in hotels, in 
lobbies. He wanted tu assure him- 
self that they were not so, and s) 
he had come to the committee and 
asked Sir Henry—as the reporters 
| scribbled thelr “running copy” and 


| the teletype stuttered across the 
continent and telegraph editors as- 
sembled their stories and wrote 


their headlines 

“I am not going to take the time 
here to go into all the things,” he 
explained, “I have put a number of 
questions on paper there which will 
bring out the information I am 
seeking, but I think it is in the in- 
terests of the public that they 
| be answered, because they are talk- 
ing about it in every place, in 
other words, that the Canadian Na- 
tional Reilways is a fertile field for 
graft, to use a common expression, 
I am not saying that these things 
are true. but it is being said all 
over the country, and I do say it 
is in the interest of the national 
railways and it is in the interest 
of the public to have this matter 
cleared up. I do not for a minute 
say this is true, but I have heard 
it said that your personal expense 
account has run over $100,000 a 
year. 
COMMON EXPRESSION 

“Personally,” Dr. MeGibbon re- 
peated, “I do not believe that. 1 
do not mind telling you that the 
public is saying that.” 


“Graft” was a very common ex- 
pression. Furthermore, in Canada 
it is a majScal expression. It is 


panem et circenses—the bread and 
games with which the politicat 
Caesars entertain the multitude and 
with which they bring each other 
to destruction. Directly it is uttered 
in regard to any major enterprise, 
the public licks its lips and waits 
impatiently for the next seven-day 
wonder.” 

Sir Henry faced his accuser in 
the silent committee room. The 
whole question, he pointed out, was 
one which rested in the hands of 
the directors. The board of direc- 
tors represented intelligent business 
men, There were many operations 
of a railway that had to be left to 
a board of dire@tors, and this was 
one of the things that had been so 
regarded in the past. 

Mr. Euler protested vehemently 
against the use of the phrase, “fer- 
tile field for graft.” It had not been 
proved. Such an expression ought 
to be withdrawn. Dr. McGibbon 
did not mind withdrawing it—he 
had made himself pretty plain. He 
had only been repeating what 
everybody was saying. 


STORY CIRCULATES 


The messenger boys had been 
dashing out of the committee room; 
already the story had circulated the 
Dominion; already early editions 
were being prepared. Soon the boys 
would be running through the 
streets. C.N.R. fertile field for graft 
—newsboys have little regard for 
the niceties of the libel law—Thorn- 
ton's salary!—All about the railway 
scandal! The stereotyped phrases of 
the newsroom had been picked out, 
the type was falling into place, 
“McGibbon Flays Thornton.” “C. N. 
Leader Under Lash,” Gross Extrav- 
agance,” “Graft Alleged.” 

The rumors which Dr. McGib- 
bon had heard in trains, in hotels 
in lobbies, and which had caused 
him such concern, had been con- 
solidated in half a dozen sentences 
of his own, sent out to every cor- 
ner of the country and placed on 
record in the daily press 

That evening the Toronto ‘Tele- 
gram spread itself—"C.N.R. has be- 
come a fertile field for graft—Peter 
McGibbon-—" and a detailed story 
of the committee discussion was 
presented to urban Toronto 

Dr. MeGibbon withdrew his. sug- 
gestion of graft .
